It is agreed that Customer shall be reimbursed for the cost of the =aid san-
itary sewer lim s described in Paragraph I hereof on the basie of the agreed cost
of $17,106.75, such reimbursement to be made in five equal installments, the firs
such instellment being due and peyshle on or e fore the tenth day of January, 1951,
and one such ins tallment being die and paysble on or befare the ten day of Janunar
of each succeeding year until the full amount of such agreed cost has teen refunded
to Bustomey.
